A p ilot p rogram ap p rov ed by Congress will help 
to d eterm ine if y ou ng p eop le really are seriou s 
abou t conserv ation. 
A You th Conserv ation Corp s (YCC) p rogram will 
be initiated nex t y ear and will p u t some 3,000 teen­ 
agers to work on maintenance, imp rov ement and 
beau tification p rojects in ou r national p arks and 
forests. 
Patterned after the Civ ilian Conserv ation Corp s 
of the d ep ression y ears, the y ou th p rogram will 
be ad ministered by the agricu ltu re and Interior 
d ep artm ents. 
The YCC will accep t y ou ng p eop le 15 to 18 y ears 
o’d and will u tilize ex isting fed eral hou sing fa­ 
cilities wherev er p ossible. Projects will be located 
throu ghou t the nation to limit transp ortation costs. 
Teen-agers will p articip ate in the p rogram for a 
fk^d ay p eriod each su mmer. After three y ears, the 
p rogram will be ev alu ated and the m atter of ex *

A su m m er 
of solid accomp lishment wou ld d o a world of good 
for many of ou r teen-agers and wou ld hav e an 
im p act on ad u lt d ou bters also.

Seeking After Justice 


Chief Ju stice Warren E. Bu rger, sp eaking at a 


meeting of the American Bar Association (ABA) 
last week, said “u nseemly , ou trageou s ep isod es” 
in cou rtrooms and ov erly long trials are “ u nd er­ 
mining some of the p u blic confid ence in the entire 
sy stem .” 


He will get little argu m ent from citizens on that. 
Cou rtroom antics in some cases hav e been ap ­ 
p alling. Althou gh the shattering of cou rtroom d e­ 
coru m has been treated lightly in some q u arters, 
it is not a lau ghing m atter. 


Ou r sy stem of laws and the 
ial p rocess — 
ad mitted ly with weaknesses — still are the best 
things the citizen has going for him. Rid icu le and 
cou rtroom bu ffoonery certainly d o not ad d any ­ 
thing constru ctiv e to the issu e. 


To p u t an end to ou tbu rsts, Chief Ju stice Bu rger 
recommend s state legislatu res ad op t p rop osals of 


the ABA regard ing p rop er cond u ct of d efense law­ 
y ers and p rosecu tors. 
When d ealing with hu man beings of d ifferent 
p ersu asions, it is imp ossible to come u p with an 
id ea that will su it ev ery bod y . 
So it is that Mr. Bu rger’s recommend ations and 
those of the ABA will not meet with ap p rov al of 
all attorney s or all citizens. 
The p oint is a seriou s attack has been mad e u p on 
the ju d icial p rocess and it cannot be ignored . 
Americans will welcome a means of m aintain­ 
ing ord er so the cou rt p rocess will work as well as 
it can. They also will su p p ort reform that striv es 
for the ju stice to which ev ery citizen is entitled . 
Fu rther they will ap p lau d mem bers of the bar 
who come forth with constru ctiv e p rop osals rather 
than lobby for continu ation of a sy stem that thriv es 
on loop holes and technicalities instead of seeking 
ju stice. 
Two Stories From Cuba 


Fid el Castro said recently in his failu re sp eech 
that althou gh Cu ba had failed to p rod u ce the 10- 
million-ton su gar harv est he had called for, the ef­ 
forts of some 5 00,000 su gar workers were heroic. 
Ju st the op p osite was the case accord ing to the 
Cu ban m inister of labor. Cap t. Jorge Risq u et. He 
d escribed the p rod u ctiv ity of the cou ntry ’s work­ 
ers as “ ex tremely low” and ap p arently d eclining. 
The m inister mad e his comments in a three-hou r 
telev ision ad d ress in Hav ana and thu s created a 
Cu ban cred ibility gap . How cou ld Cu bans who lis­ 
tened to him eq u ate his statem ents with thos* of 
Prem ier Castro? They can hard ly believ e both men. 
CAPT. RISQUET attribu ted many of the mou nt­ 
ing economic p roblems in Cu ba to wid esp read p as­ 
siv e resistance of the workers and said Cu ba wu u ld 
not be able to ov ercome its economic and social 
p roblems u nless p rod u ctiv ity is increased . 


Prem ier Castro, in his talk to the nation, hai 
blam ed the failu re to obtain the harv est goal on 
the rev olu tionary lead ership inclu d ing himself. 
Neither man, of cou rse, blamed the sy stem. 
Bu t the Cu bans, themselv es, ap p ear to be blam­ 
ing the sy stem of commu nism u nd er which they 
are comp elled to labor and are resisting efforts to 
m ake them work hard er. Increased absenteeism, 
breakd own of machinery and lack of incentiv e to 
p rod u ce for the state all are hav ing a d eleteriou s 
effect on the economy of Cu ba. 
In fact, the minister of labor said p rod u ctiv ity 
wan so low in the 1970 harv est that the cost of get- 
ting the cane in from the field s was p ossibly three 
tim es higher than the cane’s v alu e on the world 
m arket. 
For ex amp le, d u ring the last y ear, each Cu ban 
su gar worker p rod u ced an eq u iv alent of $1,35 0 
which was rou ghly $400 less than his annu al wages 
THE GOVERNMENT WOULD thu s su stain a m a­ 
jor loss as it wou ’d hav e to make u p the d iffer­ 


ence. 
How long can Cu ba su ffer economic rev ersals 
withou t fu rther tightening the screw on its p eop le? 
How long can it go withou t seeking more financial 
aid from the Sov iet Union or Red China? 
How long can it p rev ent a new rev olu tion from 
d isenchanted workers or a collap se of its p resent 
Commu nist gov ernment? 
Change again may be in the offing for Cu ba. We 
hop e that it will be a change that will p rov e sat­ 
isfy ing to the U.S. 


Time For Action 


It has been su ggested that u niv ersity classes 
shou ld be su sp end ed for a week or two before the 
Nov ember elections. The alleged p u rp ose of this 
p rogram is to let stu d ents work in p olitical cam ­ 
p aigns. 
How nonsensical can these facu lty and stu d ent 
activ ists be? Stu d ent p resence on the camp u s is for 
the p u rp ose of learning by being su bjected to the 
v ariou s d iscip lines offered in the schools’ cu rricu la. 
Univ ersities are there to teach, not to p rov id e 
recru its for p olitical mov ements. If a stu d ent feels 
strongly enou gh abou t a cand id ate or a cau se let 
him camp aign after school hou rs. These who wish 
to learn shou ld hav e this right by being able to at­ 
tend sched u led classes throu ghou t the school y ear. 
Perhap s stu d ents shou 'd be remind ed that u p on 
leav ing the camp u s and entering a bu siness or a 
p rofession, su ch camp aigning will hav e to be d one 
one one' s own time. The Board of Regents of Flor­ 
id a has alread y d ecreed there will be no su sp en­ 
sion of classes in Nov ember—it is abou t time the 
State Board of Regents in Ohio d ecid ed likewise. 
Kent State Univ ersity alread y has taken the in- 
itativ e by d ecid ing not to su sp end classes for p ol­ 
itical activ ity .

I am sorry to rep ort that 
when y ou leav e the main island 
of Pap eete, there is no telev i­ 
sion. 
The only 
entertainm ent 
av ailable on 
Bora 
Bora 
and 
Moorea and R aitaea is p rov id ed 
by the nativ es who sing and 
d ance u ntil early hou rs of the 
morning. 
Its hard to believ e that any 


civ ilization can su rv iv e withou t 
Johnny Carson or Lau gh In, bu t 
somehow the Tahitians manage 
to d o it. 


AT 1HE SAME TIME, y ou 
can see the effects the lack of 
telev ision has had on the na­ 
tiv es. They hav e no id ea which 
d etergent contains the most ac­ 
tiv e 
ingred ients; 
they 
d on’t 
know which shamp oo will ad d 
lu ster to their hair. They hav e 
no clu e as to what works faster 
than 
asp irin, 
and they d on’t 
ev en know what mou th wash to 
u se when someone accu ses them 
of bad breath. 
The only thing the Tahitians 
hav e going for them, as far as 
we cou ld tell, is that there is 
no generation gap . 
A y ou ng man d oes not argu e 
with his father when he’s told 
he can’t borrow the ou trigger 
canoe. A y ou ng girl m u st be in 
her hu t by 10 o’clock at night. 
How d o Tahitian p arents man­ 
age to wield this control ov er 
their child ren? They attribu te it 
to a secret Tahitian p hrase that 
has been p assed d own throu gh 
the generations. When a child 
asks why he cannot d o a cer­ 
tain thing, a Tahitian p arent al­ 
way s rep lies, “No te mea u a 
p arau v au mi tera.” Translated 
in English, it m eans “ Becau se 
I said so.”

for the Nix on Ad ministration.

WASHINGTON, D C. - Of all 
the d iv isions which rend the na­ 
tion tod ay 
hawk-d ov e, y ou ng- 
old , town-gown,

flag-wav ers - flag-bu rners, hard 
hats-no hats, “ silent m ajority ”-

two y ears, that u nhap p y trend 
has raced inex orably 
on. 
Not 
only hav e the sep aration 
and 
the 
ineq u ality 
continu ed , 
bu t 
hostility 
and 
mu tu al 
d istru st 
hav e d eep ened d angerou sly . 
This is not to p red ict 
more 
and greater v iolence this su m­ 
m er or any other tim e; 
su ch 
p red ictions too easily 
become 
self-fu lfilling p rop hecies. 
What 
I am su ggesting is that action 
m u st now be taken throu ghou t 
the nation to heal the breach 
and “ bring the p eop le togeth­ 
e r.” 
The first step , of cou rse, is to 
su rv iv e 
the 
su m m er 
withou t 
d isaster. That will req u ire great 
restraint on all sid es, white and 
Black. Temp ers m u st not be al­ 
lowed to match the tem p eratu re 
of the torrid su m m er months. 
Ev ery one, 
inclu d ing 
p olice, 
m u st “cou nt to 10” before re­ 
acting. 
Su rv iv ing the su m m er, 
how­ 
ev er, is p lay ing for time in a 
way — v ital time to d eal with 
su bstantiv e issu es. Withou t eco­ 
nomic and social well - being, 
Blacks will of cou rse 
rem ain 
restiv e in American society , as 
well as Mex ican - Americans, 
Pu erto 
Ricans, 
and 
Ind ians. 
Yet the u su al answ ers are bu t 
S 
artial ones. There nju st ind eed 
e new p riorities emp hasizing 


solu tions to d omestic p roblems 
abov e all others, with massiv e 
ap p rop riations to translate rhe­ 
toric into action. Bu ild ing 
mi­ 
nority enterp rises and d ev elop ­ 
ing 
the 
economies 
of 
u rban 
ghettos and barrios is an essen­ 
tial step toward giv ing Blacks 
and Browns a share in the na­ 
tion as an emp loy er as well as 
emp loy es. 
Accelerated skills training and 
job p lacement 
become 
more 
u rgent by the d ay . Ad eq u ate 
hou sing and schools that really 
ed u cate continu e to be critical 
need s. Bu t those req u irem ents 
hav e so often been rep eated and 
so long been neglected that thy 
now almost hav e the ring of 
cliches. Nor are 
they enou gh, 
ev en if fu lly 
imp lemented , to 
create one society in ou r tom 
nation. 
There is one thing that has 
increased the racial p olariza­ 
tion in the p ast fou r y ears — 
p erhap s 
more 
than 
molotov 
cocktails, or arsonists torches, 
ev en more than the angry bu l­ 
lets from p olicemen’s gu ns or 
Black or white snip ers. That is 
a gross and wid esp read mis­ 
u nd erstand ing, by most whites 
and many Blacks, of the essen­ 
tial meaning of the new Black 
p rid e. Slogans like “ Black Pow­ 
e r” and “ Black 
is 
Beau tifu l’ 
hav e stru ck terror in the hearts 
of most whites and hav e led 
some Blacks to v iew hate as a 
v irtu e, not a v ice. 
Afro 
haird os 
and 
d ashikis 
hav e 
conju red 
u p 
in 
white 
mind s 
smoke 
sp irallng 
from 
the ru ins of cities. 
The new Black id entity and 
p rid e will not d isap p ear. Du e 
to the long p eriod 
in 
which 
Blacks hav e been v ictimized by 
op p ression and self - rejection, 
the em erging self-esteem is a 
v alid and p ositiv e hu man re­ 
action. The terrible need tod ay , 
howev er, is for it to be p laced 
in p ersp ectiv e for Blacks and 
whites alike. Prid e in who one 
is, and in one’s heritage, is not 
some alien notion born in the 
African Bu sh: it is as American 
as p izza p ie, chili con cam e, 
and gefilte fish. 
“ Black is Beau tifu l” d oes not 
m ean that white is u gly any 
more than “ It is an honor to be 
born an Irishm an,” as the Irish 
once sang, m eans that those 
who are strangers to the Old 
Sod are forev er d ishonored , ’t 
simp ly m eans that it is great 
to be what I am, and this is a 
p ercep tion which all d ignified 
hu man beings m u st achiev e. It 
is esp ecially im p ortant when a 
p eop le is told by 
the harsh 
v oice of op p ression 
that they 
are worthless. 
If a first step toward m an­ 
hood is id entity and grou p p rid e, 
a second step is recognition on 
both sid es of a mu tu al bond as 
citizens and a common hu man­ 
ity as men. The central task of 
the ’7 0s, asid e from end ing p ov ­ 
erty and end ing the war, is to 
bu ild brid ges between 
the 
is­ 
land s of p eop les in ou r mid st. 
What I am u rging is not the 
old -fashioned integration which 
said to Blacks: 
“ Forget that 
y ou are Black and think of y ou r­ 
self as white, and 111 try to be 
color-blind , and look u p on y ou 
as white.” As well meaning as 
it was, that was an insu lt to 
Black Americans. It d emand ed 
that they hav e no grou p cohe­ 
sion, while society rejected them 
as a grou p . 
I am su ggesting, instead , a 
new cu ltu ral p lu ralism in Amer­ 
ica •— new becau se it accep ts 
and shares Blackness as an in­ 
tegral p art, as it has accep ted 
Irishness, Polishness and ev ery 
other Eu rop ean - based grou p - 
ness. 
We all become a bit Irish on 
St. 
Patrick’s 
Day , 
sp orting 


green and sharing In a p rid efu l 
heritage. Many of u s become 
Jewish, to an ex tent, on Yom 
Kip p u r and Rosh Hashana 
Is 
it too mu ch to ex p ect that oth­ 
ers become Afro-Americans on, 
say , a Martin Lu ther King Day 
and share a little 
Blackness 
throu ghou t the y ear? 
Isn’t that more realistic than 
asking of Blacks what we'v e 
asked of no other grou p : 
that 
they stop being what they are, 
that they bleach their sou l* and 
imagine themselv es white? Isn’t 
it more in tu ne with America’s 
trad ition 
as 
a 
comp osite 
of 
many cu ltu res. 
This New Plu ralism 
will be 
d ifficu lt to achiev e, it is tru e, 
becau se of white racism , as the 
Kerner 
Commission 
correctly 
brand ed it, and becau se of the 
fierce Black reaction 
to su ch 
racism . Bu t certainly nothing 
will hap p en u nless we work at 
it. The d irection now is, in my 
v iew, d e a r. We simp ly mu st 
bite the bu llet and get on with 
it. We all d elay at ou r own 
p eril. 
There is nothing wrong or u n- 
American or anti-civ il rights in 
Blacks “ d oing their thing.” It 
is essential that others be wel­ 
comed to share in the knowled ge 
and enjoy ment of the Black ex ­ 
p erience, ju st as Blacks mu st 
be p rep ared to share with an- 
other grou p in the d oing of its 
thing. 
All, then, will be able to join 
hand s in d oing a mu tu al thing. 
That is citizenship and hu man­ 
ity . That is the real American 
id eal — not some faceless, id en­ 
tity -less fictional melting p ot. 
Black stu d ies, wrongly v iew­ 
ed by many white and 
Black 
alike, as an instru m ent of sep a­ 
ratism , can, if ad roitly 
u sed , 
become a v ehicle for the New 
Plu ralism . It can teach whites 
as well as Blacks a resp ect in 
d ep th for the long • neglected 
Black ex p erience. 
Difficu lt to achiev e, 
bu t of 
great u sefu lness in healing the 
nation, will be a coalition be­ 
tween su ch ethnic minorities as 
Mex ican-Americans, Pu erto Ri­ 
cans, Ind ians, and Blacks—not 
to join in some anti-white orgy , 
bu t to share what is common in 
their ex p eriences and to stru g­ 
gle jointly for their common in- 
Whites shou ld resist the temp ­ 
tation to v iew su ch an alliance 
as a threat, a joining together 
of enemies. Its real effect will 
be to raise the concentration 
from m ere blackness, or brown­ 
ness or red ness to a more fu nc­ 
tional lev el — that of intereth­ 
nic collaboration. It can be an 
im p ortant step toward the New 
Plu ralism . 
The sooner we d rop the ab­ 
su rd notion that d ifferences d o 
not ex ist, the better we will be. 
Then the sooner can we see 
those d ifferences 
as a many - 
sp lnd ored thing, 
enriching 
u a 
all.

segregation’ shall be mad e ef­ 
fectiv e and what measu res are 
lawfu l in changing the p ercent­ 
age of whites and blacks in the 
p u blic schools not only in the 
Sou th bu t in the North. At last 
it is being mad e clear 
that 
there is no constitu tional au th­ 
ority to set u p racial q u otas and 
that the whole p u rp ose of the 
“ d esegregation” 
mov ement is 
to p rev ent p u blic-school board s 
from refu sing to assign all stu ­ 
d ents, withou t regard to race, 
to a school in the neighborhood 
in which they liv e and to which 
they are entitled to go. 
Up to now. it has been ar­ 
gu ed that the fed eral gov ern­ 
ment or the state gov ernment* 
were obliged to establish q u otas 
of teachers accord ing to race 
and also to fix a ration of black 
and white stu d ents. Bu t the Nix ­ 
on ad ministration, after a stu d y 
of all the cases, has conclu d ed 
that the cou rt d ecisions d o not 
req u ire su ch action and 
that, 
u ntil there is a final ju d icial 
ru ling to that effect, the only 
thing that the fed eral 
gov ern­ 
m ent can d o is to work with the 
school sy stems to p rev ent d e­ 
liberate segregation 
which 
is 
brou ght abou t by ad mission or 
ex clu sion from a school on the 
basis of race. 
There 
is 
no 
objection, 
of 
cou rse, to v o l u n t a r y action 
whereby a commu nity imp rov es 
relations between the races by 
p ersu ad ing the school au thori­ 
ties to op en their d oors to mor* 
p u p ils of one race or another, 
as the case may be. This, in­ 
d eed , is one of the p u rp oses of 
the committees, comp rised 
of 
p rominent whites 
and 
blacks, 
formed in each of the sev en 
sou thern states recently by the 
Nix on ad ministration. The id ea 
is to bring abou t a better feel­ 
ing between the races by v ol­ 
u ntary 
rather 
than 
coerciv e 
method s. 
Where, of 
cou rse, 
stu d ents 
who belong in other neighbor­ 
hood s are ad mitted to certain 
schools, while 
other 
stu d ents 
who are eligible for ad mission 
are d enied it, the fed eral au ­ 
thorities can step in. Bu t 
the 
p u rp ose hitherto giv en so mu ch 
p u blicity —namely , the creation 
of racial balance — has been 
bru shed asid e now as being ou t­ 
sid e gov ernmental or ev en con­ 
stitu tional au thority . 
The sev en comm ittees in the 
sou thern states hav e ju st begu n 
their work, and Presid ent Nix ­ 
on has sched u led his first m eet­ 
ing with the Lou isiana 
com­ 
mittee at New Orleans. The 
p resid ent has sp elled 
ou t 
his 
p olicy as one of “reasonable­ 
ness,’ and he has emp hasized 
that there is no need 
to

Bu t a y ear or two ago the d e­

sp read among civ il-rights lead ­ 
ers.

ig d istances and away from 
neighborhood schools in

to meet artificial

fitted theoretical p ercentages. 
Attorney 
General 
Mitchell’s 
statem ent may not clear the 
air, becau se there are lots of 
ru lings and cou rt ord ers with 
p lenty 
of 
ambigu ou s 
state­ 
ments in them that will be cited 
in d efense of racial q u otas. Bu t 
he is right when he say s that 
“ the law d oes not req u ire bu s­ 
ing to accomp lish racial bal­ 
ance in schools.” 
The Ju stice Dep artm ent and 
the Dep artment of Health, Ed ­ 
u cation, and Welfare are hop ing 
that the sp ecial committees in 
the sev en sou thern states 
will 
fu rnish ex amp les 
to 
northern 
states on how 
d isp u tes 
ov er 
school q u estions can be settled . 
Alread y many of the school d is­ 
tricts in the Sou th hav e m ad e 
ad ju stm ents, and the feeling is 
that there has been su bstantial 
p rogress toward a re-op ening of 
the schools in the au tu mn with 
fed eral interv ention being fou nd 
necessary in few instances.

But all these gifts serve to ob­ 
scure the fact that the return on 
savings 
accounts, the interest 
rates, are frozen at levels that 
barely keep pace with inflation. 
T hat’s the real reason for the 
premiums. 
Nevertheless, some recent de­ 
velopments do indicate that per­ 
haps the future is improving for 
America’s small savers and in­ 
vestors, wno have suffered from 
discriminatory practices during 
recent years. 
Brokers who scorned small 
accounts during the great vol­ 
ume days of the late 1960s may 
very well be reconsidering, now 
that volume has dropped off to a 
level inconsistent with proiits.
